Sir: 


I send you the names of the gentlemen who will be present at the dinner of the Assay 
Commission on the 10th proximo. Invited guests, I think, ought not to exceed the number of five 
or six. I will send an invitation to Mr. Randall and Prof. George F. Barker of the University of 
Pennsylvania. I think it would be proper and agreeable to the Commissioners to meet Mr. 
Randall. 


Under the present arrangements I think we shall have to forego invitations to the 
operative officers of the Mint. 


I think the members of the Commission, and those who take part in the assay itself, 
should alone (and by card) be asked to take part in the daily luncheons at the Mint, and care 
taken to exclude others. On the last occasion the privilege of being entertained at luncheon 
appears to have been taken for granted by all in the Mint who could get away from their 
occupation. This made a crowd in the room and marred the pleasure of the occasion, and added 
unduly to the cost. 


I think the luncheons should be estimated per head, the same as at dinner, and a list made, 
as above indicated, of those who shall be asked.
